Be of good Courage, and let us play the 
Men for our People, and for the Cities 
of our GOD: And the LORD da 
that which ſcemeth him good. 


MEXX N theſe Words Joab, the Cap- 
1 tain of David's Hoſt, addreſſes 
XTM himſelf to his Army, drawn up 
in Line of Battle, and juſt on the Point of 
Engagement. While the 1ſrae/ites were 
ſtruck with Terror and Conſternation at the 


numerous Forces with which they ſaw 
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themſelves ſurrounded ; Foah, like an ex- 
pert Commander, inſtead of being daunted 
or diſhearten'd at the Difficulties that 
threaten'd, repreſented their Danger as a 
Motive for redoubling their 2 in the

enſuing Battle; he exhorted his Followers 


to act with a Courage proportionable tothe | I 
Apprehenſions they had entertain d of their 


Enemies; he uttered this comprehenſive 


Encouragement in a Voice, and with a 
Countenance, that inſpir'd all, who heard and 


beheld him, with the like heroic Sentiments ; 


and Magnanimity. This gallant Behaviour, | 
and theſe earneſt Exhortations gained him 


their deſired Effect; for the next Verſe in- 


forms us, that the Syrians fled before them. 


The Magnanimity of this couragious War- 
rior, was likewite ſupported by a firm Re- 
liance on Providence; the Lord, ſays he, 


do that which ſeemeth him good; that is, 
Tf they did their Duty, if they quitted © 


themſelves like Men, he truſted Gop's 
Providence would fayour them. | 


The Conduct of his Majeſty the King of 
Pruſſia, at the Battle of Rosbach, bears ſo

The Wiſdom of a Nation diſcovers itſelf 
in nothing ſo much as in the happy Con- 
ſtitution of its Government, and the Good- 
neſs of its Laws. Let, therefore, our pre- 
ſent Condition, and, it our Enemies Deſigns 
ſhould ſucceed, what is likely to be our 
ſuture one, be compared, and let any con- 
ſidering Perion judge of the Inequality.— 
We now, bleſſed be Gop, enjoy a King, 
whole chief and conſtant Aim is the Safety 
and Felicity of all his People; the many 
Tears happy Experience of whoſe Conduct 
has been ſuch as to render him deſervedly 
the Darling of his Subjects. Whereas, it 
would be impoſſible for Us Proteſtants to 
live eaſy under a Popiſb King; his very Prin- 
ciples oblige him to perſecute the Friends of 
B Liberty, 
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Liberty, and the Profeſſors of our true Re- 
ligion; and he knows very well that he 
ceaſes to be religious, when he ceaſes to be 
a Perſecutor We enjoy a Religion, the 
moſt heavenly the World was ever bleſſed 
with; a Religion every Way worthy of 


the Divine Diſpenſation, being calculated 


to promote the general Good of Mankind, 
both in this Life and in the next. Where- 
as, wherever the malignant Spirit of Pope- 
ry becomes predominant, it is deſtructive 
both of Religious and Civil Rights; it is 
a Religion not only contrary to Chriſtianity, 
but the very Principles of Natural Reli- 
gion, and even of Humanity itſelf; for it 
inculcates into its Profeſſors fo much Bi- 
gotry, Futility, Rage, and Malice, as to 
make them think they merit Heaven by 
the Deſtruction of Mankind. And how 
deplorable a Conſideration is it, that any 
People ſhould be ſo beſotted as to imagine 
they do Gop Service, when they perſecute 
the Followers of the ſame Saviour, for their 
Difference only in their Manner of Wor- 
ſhip, with a Cruelty which is fit onty for 
Demons to exerciſe. We enjoy a Conſti- 
zution where our Kings have Power ſuffi- 
cient to govern us well, and are only re- 
ſtrained in the Exerciſe of it, from ſubvert-

ing our Laws, deſtroying our Liberties, 
and extirpating our Religion. A Conſti- 
tution, wherein the meaneſt Subject is un- 
der the Protection of the Laws; no Man, 
however his Superior, can hurt his Perſon, 
his Character, or his Property, with Impu- 
nity : Where every one has a Right to 
reap the Labours of his Hands, and to en- 


joy the Fruits of his honeſt Induſtry ; a 


Right to ſecure what he has acquired, and 
to do as he pleaſes with his own. Where- 
as, ſhould France ſucceed in her deteſtable 
Deſigns, we ſhould be harraſs d by Op- 
preſſion, and expoſed continually to the 


Caprice of arbitrary Sway; and what Plea- 


ſure could there be to promote the Ends 
of uſeful Culture, or what Encouragement 
for Induſtry in a Nation, where People 
have nothing they can properly call their 
own? Where they are every Moment in 
Fear of loſing what they have earned by 
the Sweat of their Brow ? Where they are 
held in a State of abject Dependence, and 
forced to crouch to their Maſters for a 
Morſel of Bread? Theſe are Circumſtances 
which muſt pall the Flavour of every 
earthly Bleſſing, and embitter all the Sweets 
of Life. We enjoy as wiſe and full a Pro- 
viſton for our Freedom, as is conſiſtent with

our Welfare. All Men have the free Uſe 
of their Reaſon and of the Holy Scriptures 
allowed them; they have the Bleſſing of 
Worſhipping Gop in the Way which they 
think moſt agreeable to his Word, and to 
the Dictates of their own Conſciences: We 
have that Security of the Truth of our Re- 
ligion, and of the Agreeableneis of it to 
the Word of Gop; that honeſt Confidence 
of the Goodneis of our Cauſe, that our 
Church encourages all her Members to read, 
enquire, confider, and judge for themſelves, 


Whereas, ſhould this Nation ſuffer the Miſ- 


fortune of our Enemies being fuccetsful, 
we muſt then ſubmit to the unrelenting 
Rigours of Superſtition, and be made a Prey 


to the wild Sallies of an enthuſiaſtick Zeal. 


Theſe, my Brethren, are ſome, though 
but a very few Inſtances, of the ineftimable 
Privileges we enjoy under our preſent Con- 
ſtitution and auſpicious Government. Vet, 
from this ſhort Contraſt, it appears what 
| Reaſon we have to be a happy, or at leaſt 
a contented, People. What People may be 
happier than the Subjects of ſuch a State, 
and the Members of 1uch a Church? What 


Advantages can we propoſe from a Change 


of Goyerninent ? Or what Exception can 
- we |

we have to the preſent? Even the Roman 
Cathoticks themſel ves cannot reaſonably 
hope for any ſolid and ſubſtantial Benefit 
by a Change, ſince they enjoy as free and 
undiſturbed an Exerciſe of their Religion, 
as if they had obtain'd a legal Toleration ; 
and all the true Friends of Liberty of Con- 
ſcience wiſh them the Continuance of it, as 
long as they behave like good and dutiful 
Subjects in their Civil Capacity. Such, 
then, being the dreadful Conſequences that 
muſt neceſſarily follow: the Neglect of fo 
great a Concern, 10 important a Duty, let 
us proceed to conſider, 


II. The Spirit with which we ought 
to defend ourfelves againſt the Enemies of 
our Conſtitution, Let us be of good Cou- 
rage, and play the Men; that is, Let us 
act like Men ſenſible of the Bleſſings we 
enjoy, and determin'd to preſerve thoſe 
Bleſlings to ourſelves and our Poſterity. 


The Love of our Country is certainly 
the moſt noble among thoſe Virtues which 
grace and elevate human Nature. Nothing 
among the antient Greets and Romans was 
eſteemed a greater Act of Piety than to 
fight for the Good of the Community ; and 

they 
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they, who have greatly fallen in fo righte- 
ous a Cauſe, are embalm'd with immortal 
Honours. Nay, the Roman Fierceneſs has 
been celebrated in Men, who not only con- 
demn'd their Sons, but ſtood by, and ſaw 
them executed, in the moſt ſevere and 
ſhameful Manner, ſor the Love and Safery 
of their Country. And ſhall the Sons of 
Britain be ſo baſely degenerate, as to give 
up. the Laws, the Rights, the precious 
Plan of Power, which has been tranſmit- 
ted to us, free from the Incumbrances of- 
Slavery and Oppreſſion, by our renowned. 
Forefathers? Wherein had the Romans 
the Advantage over #s * Are not our Pri- 
vileges, our Immunities, as great as ever 
were theirs? Are we not, to all Intents and 


Purpoſes, as free a People? Are we not as 


brave? Do we not equal them in all the 
Arts and Embelliſhments of Life? Then, 
as to our Religion, it is as far beyond theirs, 
as the Wiſdom of Gop is ſuperior to the 
Inventions of Men. Theſe are Confidera- 
tions which muſt make our Prayers to Hea- 
ven, on this Occaſion, both ſincere and fer- 
vent for the Continuance of ſuch ineſti- 


mable Bleſſings.

Princes, whoſe Authority is abſolute, 
and uncontroul'd by Privileges, Rights, or 
Cuſtoms ; whoſe Dominons are vaſt and po- 
pulous, and whoſe Subjects are laborious, 


hardy, and obedient; ſuch Princes become 


dreadful, as ſoon as they appear ambitions, 
and exert themſelves in Preparations for 
War. Such is our Situation in regard to 
the French. It is our Misfortune that they 
are not only the moſt inveterate, but moſt 
formidable of our Enemies, and have the 
greateſt Power as well as the ſtrongeſt In- 
clination to ruin us. We do not diſturb 
their Liberties, Laws, or Religion, nor do 


we endeavour to encroach upon, or invade 


their Territories; all that we aim at, and 


wiſh for, is, that their Tyranny may not 
overflow, nor their Corruptions inſect, the 
Liberty and Repoſe of us their Neighbours. 
What ſhould be the Intereſt and Duty then 


of every Individual but to do his Part\to- 


wards fruſtrating their impious Attempts ? 
To humble France, ought to be the ruling

nourable and a laſting Peace. Let us, in 
all Dangers and Neceſſities, call on the; 
Name of that Supreme Lord, the Creator 
of Heaven and Earth, who is 4 merciful: 
GOD. full ¶ Comp aſſiom, Long-ſuffermg, 
and of great Fit); who ſpareth, when We, 
deſerve 'Pumſiment : In ſhort, who neither 
wants Power nor Inclination to reſcue all 
hole who put their Confidence in him.
